The Early Single Tulips bloom a long time before the Late Tulips begin to show color and give the garden a glorious range of soft and 
brilliant colors early in spring. They mature quickly after flowering, so that the bulbs can be lifted early and the space planted again with 
summer plants. ‘The asterisk (*) preceding the name of a variety denotes that it is suitable for forcing as well as bedding. The letters, A, B, 
and C, following the name indicate their relative earliness to bloom, the A’s being the earliest, followed by the B’s and later by the C’s. Figures 


indicate the normal height in inches.
